! Against Over 200 Men. 


•HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 18. 
The com- 


mittee from the locked out men from the 
mechanical department, waited on Super-' 
iutendent Potter to-day and received, 
rather a cooljreceptlon. All but one were 
Invited tj stay ontside the company's 
office. The chairman of the committee, 
a machinist named G. T. Lamb, was the 
only one of the two score or more work- 
men accorded an audience. 
Chairman 


Lamb did not emerge from the office for 
nearly an hour. Contrary to expectations 
he reported that he Imd a pleasant confer- 
ence with the super ntendenf. 


What its nature was he declined to say. 
The committee immediately1 sent word' 


to the local advisory board of the Amalga- 
mated Association to have representatives 
ou hand.to hear wha*t had been done at 
the meeting with the superintendent. The 
committee went Into private session and 
after considerable time sent out messen- 
gers to summon all men employed in ihe 
Carnegie mechanlcal.depurtment to a gen- 
eral meeting al4'i'. sj.
